Inspection Findings:

The Patapsco WWTP is an oxygen activated sludge treatment plant with biological aerated filters
for nitrification and de-nitrification filters to meet ENR requirements.  The treatment system
consists of a grit removal system, mechanical screens and primary clarification, before secondary
treatment.  Final treatment consist of the following components: oxygen activated sludge reactors,
secondary clarifiers, biological aerated filters for nitrification, de-nitrification filters, flow
distribution chamber, chlorine contact chamber and cascade post aeration chamber.

On June 8, 2020, the Maryland Department of the Environment (Department) received a citizen's
complaint of a spill in the area of Northridge Avenue & 4th Street in Wagner’s Point, MD.   The
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spill was traced back to the Patapsco WWTP by the investigating MDE Emergency Response
Officer. The officer questioned the guard at the Patapsco WWTP guard shack.  He was advised by
her that the spill was raw sewage. The officer followed the spill down Asiatic Avenue to

Northbridge Avenue, to East Patapsco Avenue to Pennington Avenue ending at the ramp to I-695.
Since the spill was not oil, the complaint was referred to WSA.  I contacted the Patapsco WWTP,
Manager, Mr. Neal Jackson on June 9, 2020.  During our discussion, Mr. Jackson informed me that
the spill occurred on June 8, 2020 at approximately 7:45 AM by a CAM vehicle transporting raw
sewage.  Mr. Jackson explained that the CAM vehicle had been overfilled with liquid and leaked
raw sewage during transport from the Patapsco WWTP to the Quarantine Road Landfill.

According to Mr. Jackson, approximately 60 – 100 gallons of raw sewage leaked from the vehicle
during transport.  Mr. Jackson further stated that the maintenance staff immediately began the
cleanup by applying an absorbent to the liquid and then removing the material from the roadway.  I
asked Mr. Jackson to submit a letter of explanation within 5 days of our conversation. A root cause
analysis, if not already done, should be performed to evaluate the event.  This analysis should focus
on the transport of raw sewage and biosolids operations and how to prevent spills of this nature.

At my request Mr. Jackson sent me pictures of the affected areas after the cleanup. Please see
below:
